It is starting its purebred 
herd with a registered Hereford 
bull and two heifers and: plans to 
bu seven more Hereford cows, 
four with calves and one already 
bred, in the near future.

| Sugar Specialists 
Visit Canal Point 


Dr. H. M. Tysdale, head of the 
sugar corps section of the field 
crops research branch, ARS, 
USDA, Beltsville, Md., has just 
completed a 10-day official visit to 
the Federal Sugar Plant Field Sta- 
tion at Cahgl Point and to other 
sugarcane research stations in this 
area. His visit here was coordinat- 
ed with the season of sugarcane 
breeding and while in this area he 
held several conferences with 
sugarcane research workers and 
with growers and processors in re- 
lation to problems of breeding new 
and improved varieties of cane for 
Florida and Louisiana. 

Preston H. Dunckelman, sugar- 
cane experimental breeder from 
Louisiana State University, Baton 
Rouge, La., together with his wife 
and two children, returned to his 
headquarters at Baton Rouge this 
week after spending six weeks in 
sugarcane breeding work at the 
field station in Canal Point.

“The proximity of industry”, 
Lytal said, “has to do with this 
committee writing to Washington 
to open up the field on the south 
Side. It is a renewal of a request 
to put back an industry that was 
there before the field was activat- 
ed.”

Commissioner Roy Michael said 
that in 1951 every member of the 
county board was in Washington 
seeking reactivation of the base on 
the basis that the base be run by 
the Air Force. 

“I don’t think the opinion of any 
board member—at least my own— 
has changed since that time,” 
Miachael said. 

“The more people keep harpoon- 
ing the Air Force into trying to do 
things that are not in the lease 
agreement, the more danger there 
is of loosing the base,” Commis- 
sioner Kenneth Foster declared. 

Commission Chairman Ben Sundy 
said “We gave it to the Airforce 
with no strings attached four years 
ago and it should be kept that| 
way.” 

Commissioner Paul Rardin asked 
that a committee be named to act 
for the commission in the contro- 
versy and that the commission 
| members plus the county engineer, 
attorney and any others, be author- 
ized to go to Washington if needed, 
to keep the base in its present op- 
eration. 

Meeting with the
